Volkmer and Whitten attended the breakfast briefing on 26 July of 
"moderate" House Members by Mr. Carlucci, Judge Webster, and 
Admiral Inman at HPSCI. Volkmer is the President of the Freshman 
Class. Whitten is Ranking Member of the Appropriations Committee 
(although whether he succeeds Mahon is still up in the air) and chairs 
the Agriculture Subcommittee. We have had limited dealings with 
him but he is somewhat close to Chuck Snodgrass and following the 
capture of the Pueblo he banged DIA around pretty hard for having 
more information in its files than it was effectively using. It is 
not known how the above three Members are coming out on the issue 
but we are advised that they are not among the 21 Democrats who have signed 
on with McClory to oppose the bill in its present form. However, because 
of their constituencies pretty much dixie, Whitten and Volkmer probably 
lean towards McClory.
